The  decrease  in  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  in  Stroud  Urban  District 
is  probably  largely  accounted  for  by  the  tendency  to  give  up  business  premises 
wholly  to  business  instead  of  as  formerly  part  being  retained  for  a  domestic 
dwelling:  over  5%  of  the  houses  in  Stroud  are  “in  occupation”  though 
uninhabited.

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Ecclesiastical  Parishes. 

The  number  of  houses  in,  and  the  population  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Parishes 
in  the  Union  are  given  in  the  accompanying  table,  together  with  the  year  of 
formation  of  the  Parish  where  that  is  given  in  the  Census  Report.  In  only 
*  three  cases  are  the  boundaries  of  Ecclesiastical  Parishes  and  Civil  Parishes 
co-terminous,  and  consequently  the  populations  identical. 

Sex  and  Age  Distribution. 

In  order  that  it  may  be  possible  to  accurately  compare  the  death  rates  of 
different  places,  it  is  necessary  to  know  the  proportions  of  people — male  and 
female — living  at  various  ages,  as  the  death  rate  at  different  ages  and  for  the 
two  sexes  varies  very  greatly.  Thus  if  a  population  contains  a  large  proportion 
of  children  under  5  years  of  age  or  of  people  over  55  years  of  age — at  which  age 
groups  the  death  rate  is  highest— a  prevailing  high  death  rate  will  obtain,  which 
is  not  caused  by  sanitary  conditions.  To  determine  the  effect  of  age  and  sex 
distribution  on  the  death  rate  in  this  neighbourhood,  I  have  calculated  the  number 
of  deaths  that  would  have  occured  at  each  age  period  (male  and  female)  supposing 
they  had  occured  at  the  same  rate  as  they  did  in  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales 
during  the  decennium  1891 — 1901.  Thus  I  obtained  what  is  known  as  the 
“  Standard  Death  Rate  ”  for  each  of  the  three  Sanitary  Districts.  By  comparing 
this  with  the  actual  rate  for  England  and  Wales  I  obtained  the  factors  by  which 
the  actual  death  rates  in  these  Districts  have  to  be  multiplied  to  bring  them  into 
the  same  order  with  that  for  England  and  Wales.  The  age  distribution  in  each 
of  the  three  Districts  is  unfavourable  owing  to  the  large  proportion  of  old  people : 
correspondingly  the  factors  I  have  worked  out  are  lower  than  unity,  and  the 
recorded  death  rates  must  be  reduced  in  these  proportions.  I  have  contracted  my 
table  as  follows,  reducing  the  population  to  a  uniform  number  of  10,000.
